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All eyes on GOP races for 
governor, U.S. Senate as 
hopefuls make final stops

Illinois primary Election Day dawned Tues- 
day with voters getting to shape the Repub- 
lican and Democratic fall tickets for contests 
ranging from governor and U.S. Senate down 
to state legislature and county board. 

Polls open across the state at 6 a.m. and 
close at 7 p.m. for party elections that tradi- 
tionally feature low voter turnout. 

Winter-weary voters across the state will 
find “one of the warmer days of the spring,” 
said Tom Skilling, chief meteorologist for 
WGN-TV Skilling forecast a “sunny, mild, 
breezy day” with high temperatures near or 
in the mid-50s and no rain until the evening. 

On the statewide ballot. Republicans 
will choose among primary candidates for 
U.S. Senate, governor and state treasurer. The 
GOP ballot also features pockets of congres- 
sional and Illinois House and Senate primary 
contests. 

For Democrats, there’s not as much at 
stake. Gov Quinn faces a minor primary chal- 
lenge, and the other statewide offices are un- 
contested. There are, however, some races for 
Illinois House and Senate and Cook County 
Board. 

The lack of action on the Democratic pri- 
mary ballot is a far cry from four years ago. 
Quinn, a year after taking office following 
Rod Blagojevich’s impeachment, sought elec- 
tion for governor for the first time and defeat- 
ed then-Comptroller Dan Hynes in a spirited 
contest. 

Also in 2010, Republicans had a seven-can- 
didate contest for governor that was decided 
by a mere 193 votes when state Sen. Bill Brady 
of Bloomington edged out state Sen. Kirk 
Dillard of Hinsdale. 

Early voting, which ran from March 3 
through Saturday indicated that Republican 
turnout could remain low, perhaps compa- 
rable with four years ago, when the primary 
election was held in early February In 2010, 


Voting upgrade 

Chicago voters will notice 
the debut of a new paper- 
less electronic system 
for verifying voter signa- 
tures at polling places. 

City election officials 
said it will replace the 
outdated system of print- 
ing bulky books of signatures 
that poll workers have used for decades to 
check voters. This year, poll workers will be 
armed instead with a computer tablet and 
a stylus to check voter information elec- 
tronically via a cellular signal. Cook County 
Clerk David Orr is testing a similar system 
in the suburbs. 


more than 760,000 Republican and more 
than 910,000 Democratic primary ballots 
were cast statewide for governor. 

Republican governor and U.S. Senate can- 
didates spent Monday campaigning across Il- 
linois trying to rally supporters. 

GOP governor hopeful Bruce Rauner took 
his closing-hours bus tour to Chicago’s West 
Loop on Monday morning, arriving at the tra- 
ditional campaign stop of Lou Mitchell’s Res- 
taurant. As the breakfast crowd sipped cof- 
fee and sampled powdered doughnut holes, 
Rauner shook hands with patrons and wished 
them “Happy St. Patrick’s Day”— marking 
the holiday by featuring a shamrock button 
on the brown Carhartt work jacket he was 
sporting. 

In Springfield, Brady urged supporters to 
turn out in force and repeat his 2010 primary 
victory 

Dillard started the day near St. Louis be- 
fore ending the day in Elmhurst in DuPage 
County, where many Republican primary bal- 
lots are cast. 

Treasurer Dan Rutherford, who has been 
less publicly visible in the wake of a sexual ha- 
rassment lawsuit filed by a former employee, 
tweeted to supporters that he was in his Pon- 
tiac campaign headquarters “with family and 
friends calling coordinators and supporters all 
over Illinois.”

The Wrap 

There had been other celebrity-driven Kick- 
starter campaigns, but it was the wild, $5.2 million 
success of Kristen Bell and Rob Thomas’ drive for 
a “Veronica Mars” movie adaptation that really 
clued in Hollywood to the fiscal might and pos- 
sibilities of crowdfunding. 

Now, a year later, it seems like everyone is ask- 
ing fans for cash.

at Sundance and sold to Focus Features for a 
reported $3 million or so. Spike Lee, too, used the 
site for his next joint, just passing his $1.25 miUion 
goal. 

In recent weeks, several more big names have 
humbled themselves in pitch videos and brief 
explanatory notes in order to flatter and entice 
fans into funding their ambitions.
